Your Congressman 
Reports 

. By Cong. Robert McClorv 

As the second session of 
the 80th • Congress draws to 
a close, many claims will be 
made regarding Its accom- 
plishments. Much less will 
be said about what the Con- 
gress failed to accomplish. 

Foremost among the meas- 
ures that the Congress failed 
lo act upon are the six pro- 
posals for expediting and 
modernizing the work of the 
Congress recommended un- 
animously in July by the 
Joint Committee on the Or- 
ganization of Congress. These 
recommendations, l,f adopted, 
would have Increased minor- 
ity staffing, Improved con- 
gressional budgetary control, 
enabled committees to act 
without being hamstrung by 
committee chairmen- (as in 
-the-case-of-'Ghalrina'n-Adnm 
Clayton Powell al the present 
session), created a . House 
Committee on Standards and 
Conduct, and continued the 
Joint Committee with author- 
ity lo study and recommend 
additional reforms and 
changes.- — — '— . -*' 

There has been milch con- 
gressional and public criti- 
cism of the seeinlngly end- 
less sessions .of the Congress. 
However, the failure at this 
session to take any action 
whatsoever to improve and 
modernize congressional pro- 

. ■■'• ■ 7 ,. ; 
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ccdurcs leaves little likeli- 
hood that future congression- 
al work will be expedited or 
that future congressional ses- 
sions will be shorter. 

Another unfortunate short- 
coming of the present session 
Is the failure of the Congress 
to enact any substantial anti- 
crime legislation. The rising 
crime rale, is regarded by 
the public as an issue • sec- 
ond In Importance only lo 
the Viet Nam war. Yet legis- 
lation — even proposals rec- 
ommended by the Depart- 
ment of Justice (such as the 
immunity bill)— were pigeon- 
holed with little or no cere- 
mony. 

Subjects such as Home 
Rulo-for the -District or Co- 
lumbia, permissive prayer in 
public schools, improved 
met hods for jury selection, 
and truth in lending, were 
among the many highly pub- 
licized issues upon which the 
Congress lulled to t a k e 
action. " 

The most flagrant sbortcom 
ing of (he present session 
was the failure to determine 
the total obligations of tiic 
Administration's programs, 
including the war in Viet- 
nam. The inflation -spiral, 
along with the depressed 
stock market prices, high in- 
terest rates and tight money, 
reflect the Adml'l station's 
undisclosed yet huge expen- 
ditures and continuing obli- 
gations, for which a day of 
reckoning, will surely come 
— after the election. - 

When the concealed fig- 
ures become known, there 
will be a demand for lax re- 
vision in order Hp/iivtiid fi- 
nancial calamity. This is 
not to suggest that the Con- 
gress will not ! eventually 
measure up In this responsi- 
bility. It. is apparent, how- 
ever, that political '. consider- 
ations have dominated the 
obvious obligation to disclose 
the full facts and to meet the 
issues head-on. 

Surely some of the "unfin- 
ished" business of the session 
just closing will turn out to 
lje the "emergency" business 
of the 00th ■ Congress when 
It convenes' on January 3, 
1007.

Under-the-present.lllinois 
Constitution the general ob- 
ligation bonding {debt) limi- 
tation Is .5^ of the valuation 
of the property of the local 
government, and this has 
been a deterring, factor to 
.sellout district consolidation 
in some areas of our Stale. 
For example, if an elemen- 
tary school district and ■ a 
high ,'st'hoo.l district hayc, co- 
terminous; or nearly co-tor- 
minous . boundaries, each 
school district has a bonding 
"limitatlon-of-S^or-a-tolal 
of- 10% for 'both. However, 
if the two districts would 
consolidate into a unit .dis- 
trict (12 grades under ,one 
administration), the new unit 
district would have a bond- 
ing debt limit of 5% of the 
Valuation of the property in 
the district. * 

To help encourage better 
e du c a t ional opportunities 
through school consolidation, 
II.J.R. 71 allows unit school 
districts a bonding limitation 
of lO^r of the valuation of 
the property of the district; 
all other local taxing bodies 
remain at the present 5% 
limitation. However. If the 
proposal passes and the Gen- 
eral Assembly passes a State 
income lax in the future and 
(he personal property tax is 
abolished,- then unit school 
districts- '"will, have a bonding 
limitation of 12% or, the val- 
uation of the property of the 
district, and the debt limita- 
tion of all other local govern- 
mental units becomes 6%. 
There will be little opposition 
to the new bonding (debt) 
limitation if the General As- 
sembly continues to subject 
general obligation bond * is- 
sues to a vote of the people. 
Distribution of State Taxes" 

II, J. R. 71 allows the Gen- 



ral Assembly to distribute 
the-procccds-of-any-State-tax- 
to local governmental units 
for such purposes as the Leg- 
islature may direct by gen- 
general law. Under the pres- 
ent Revenue * Article, the 
General' Assembly may dis- 
tribute the revenues from 
State taxes to local govern- 
ments for general state pur- 
poses (such as, for education-' 
al purposes, roads,"' gen. as- 
sistance) but not- for general 
or corporate purposes On a 
broad -basis. Under the pro- 
visions of II.J.R. 71, the Gem 
-ernl— Assembly— has— lhe-;»u-: 
thority to'altocalc Stale funds 
to local" governmental bod- 
ies "for whatever purposes it 
may deem ■ neccssaary. 
Vote Roquired for Pass.igo - 
H.J.R. 71 will become a 
part of the Illinois Constitu- 
tion, replacing the present 
Revenue ' Article if~either: . 

(a) A majority of ' the 
electors voting at the Novem- 
ber 8, 19GG election vote for 
the Revenue Article amend- 
ment proposal; or 

(b) Two-thirds of the elec- 
tors voting on the Revenue 
Article amend me net proposal, 
vote in favor of it. 

To clarify, let us assume 
that 5,000,000 electors vole 
at the November IS. 10(16 
election: under (a) above the 
amendment passes if al. least 
2.500,001 clcclors vote for 
the amendment. However, i 
3.000,000 electors vote on th 
proposed amendment, -under 
(b) above the amendment 
will pass if at least 2,0(10.000 
electors .vote in favor of it.
